King Henry, vrho had a Seen sensa of 
economy—and perhaps of the ridicu- 
lous—cast Slnion?, tie true conspira- 
tor, into prison, and set ils pretending 
brother monarch to scouring pots in 
the royal'kitch«n.

Prominent among the many uses to 


which it is now applied are, for seal- 
ing cans in preserving fruits and jel- 
lies, in laundry, by rubbing on irons 
and mixing with hot starch, for coat- 
ing wooden vessels, preserving eggs, 
flowers and autumn leaves, for polish- 
ins floors and making wax flowers. 


In sealing cans the parafine wax 


should be melted and a layer about 
one-eighth of an inch thick poured 
over the top of the preserve, allowing 
it to stand until the paraffine becomes 
hard when it will form a sealing abso- 
lutely air tight. Jvo other covering ib 
necessary. 
When tie preserve is to 


be used the parafine shoOld be loosen- 
••I b> r ailing akpife aionnu the eds" 
after which the wax can be easL'v re- 
moved. Jellies and fruits sealed in 
this manner retain their natural de- 
licious flavors and are effectually pro- 
tected against mold and insects 


In sealing bottles the cork should be 


forced into the neck of the bottle in 
order to form a shallow cup on the top, 
then fill this cup with melted paraffine 
allowing it to harden 


In the laundry about one-half a tea- 


cup of paraffine shavings put imo a 
boiler of hot water gives a daint: 
-whiteness to the linen and other wash 
fabrics. It will not injure the most 
delicate fabrics and by its use the 
family washing can be done in about 
one-half the usual time, and it saves 
the necessity or hard rubbing and 
scrubbing. Irons can be kept smooth, 
bright and clean by rubbing ti»em on 
a piece of paraiine covered with mus- 
ita and a luster will be given to the 
linen by mixing a small piece of par 
affine with the hot starch. Laundry 
tubs, ice cream freezers, in fact all 
Tvooden vessels, when coated 
with 


paraffine will last longer than ordi- 
narily.—The Household Gazette

It was George Eliot who once wrote, 


"The ignorance of middle-aged people 
•ft-ili never'be fully known for the want 
of puolic examinations." And she was 
right. Ignorance of one kind or an- 
other and in varying degrees is a uni- 
versal human attribute; and an exami- 
nation in the hands of one who knows 
how to use it for that end, may always 
be trusted to bring plenty of ignorance 
to light. Of the yalue of school exami- 
nations there can be no doubt They 
are an indispensable means for reveal- 
ing to teachers and pupils both the ac- 
complished results and the demands 
for further study. As a test of good 
work on the part of the pupils them- 
selves the examination results can be 
fairly judged only by the school au- 
thorities. They alone know what the 
line of teaching has been and what re- 
suits may rightly be expected. But 
this purpose the formal examination Is 
only one of many tests.
